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Lake Forest Varsity Soccer, under the Fine coaching 
of Ed Kosit/ki, ended an up-and-down season with a 
trip downstatc. Hurt by injury to All-State forward Rob 
Demichelis near the beginning of the season, the team 
rose above a mediocre record at the start to narrowly 
beat Highland Park in the L.F. District Championship. 
Then they upset New Trier East in a game decided on 
corner shots and came from behind in overtime to beat 
Maine East 2-1 and win the coveted downstatc trip. 

The defense, led by Jim Grossman, Tom Amundson, 
and Dave Bindi, was outstanding this year allowing 
only 25 goals in 24 games. Scott Blackmun. returning 
next year, was voted outstanding state-tournament 
goalie. Halfbacks Rob Lundy, JefT Seccombc, and 
Norm Lichtenberger served as the playmakers and as¬ 
sist men for the high scorers up front.
